Aralia  Papyrifcra.  Rice  Paper  Plant  of  China.  Leaves  large  and 
palmate,  silvery  on  under  side.  Flowers  white  and 
small.  25c. 

Caesalpinia  Pulcherrima,  Dwarf  Poinciana.  A quick -growing 
shrub.  Covered  most  of  the  year  with  large  clusters 
of  red-and-yellow  flowers.  A fine  shrub  for  Florida.

Anona  Reticulata.  Custard  Apple.  Native  of  South  Florida.  25c.
